When the boys come home from 
all over the world, the chances are 
that they will be able to tell you 
of people whom they met who, 
when they said they came from An-

James C. Sawyer, who as treas- 
urer of Phillips academy had a very 
important role in the physical 
puilding-up of the schools in the 
twenties and early thirties, died 
suddenly Tuesday afternoon. A resi- 
dent of Durham, N. H., Mr. Sawyer 
had been in Boston and was re- 
turning by train when he was 
stricken by a heart attack. Re- 
moved from the train at Lawrence, 
he was pronounced dead on arrival 
at the Lawrence General hospital. 

“Jimmie” Sawyer was a class- 
mate of ‘Al’ Stearns at Phillips 
academy, graduating in 1890. He 
became treasurer in 1901, seven 
years after his graduation from 
Yale. Later “Al’ became head- 
master, and the two teamed up to 
transform Phillips academy into its 
present day state of beauty. 


Thomas Cochran, who provided a 
great deal of the financial aid need- 
ed for the many buildings, and 
George B. Case, who gave the Me- 
morial Cage, were also in his class.
